BANKS HAVE NOW A SURPLUS STOOK 
OF THE PRECIOUS METAL. 


Heavy Direct Importations from Europe 
Make Chicago the Healthiest Town, 
Financially, in the Country—Is a Sur- 
prise to New York Bankers=Chicago’s 
Produce Is the Commodity That Causes 
London to Part with the Yellow Coins 
and Bar- More of It te Come. 

The gold cure has done its work in Chicago, 
and the metal is at present a drug on the 
market. Sought for, fought for, eagerly 
hoarded in June and July, gold is now re- 
fused by the same people who could not get 
enough of the yellow metal then. Gold has 
entered the arteries of trade to such an extent 
during the fast two weeks that a change has 
been demanded, and surplus gold will go out 
of town in exchange for Eastern bank notes. 
When gold was scarce every one wanted it; 
now that it is plenty no one cares for it. 
Many consider the offer of gold an indignity, 
and demand bank notes, and even silver cer- 
tificates in its stead. 

This condition of affairs has come through 
the ingenuity of Chicago bankers and has 
been noticeable for several days. Unable to

West Park Board Affairs. 


The West Park Board has considerable 
money, but it is not available for present 
needs. When $1,000,000 was given the board 
to be used in spruemg up for the World's 
Fair the board laid aside $100,000 for 
a museum house in Garfield Park and 
the same amount for the improvement of the 
middie drive of Douglas boulevard. A part 
of this money, however, they used for other 
purposes, and at a meeting held recently the 
remainder was transferred to another fund. 
Still it is understood that the most of this 
$200,000 is as yet unexpended. At the last 
meeting of the bodrd Commissioner Garvev 
moved that $20,000 of this sum 
be expended at once in equal parts 
on the improvement of the lakes 
of Garfield, Humboldt, and Douglas Parks, 
“in order to do needed improvement as well 
as to furnish employment to many men now 
unable to seeure work.“ This motion was de- 
feated. A special assessment has been levied 
by the board of $235,013 for the improve- 


ment of the side drives of Douglas boulevard.

One word will tell the story: Produce.” 
Chicago had the produce, Europe had the 
gold.. Chicago wanted gold, Europe wanted 
produce. New York has been doing the trad- 
ing for the West, but these bankers experi- 
mented a little on their own account, and the 
result is the flow of gold around New York 
to Chicago. This stream has been so steady 
that now Chicago is healthier, finan- 
cially, than any other city in the country. 
The details of this scheme are not given to 
the public. There is something said concern- 
ing the buying of New York exchange; with 
that purchasing cables and then having gold 
shipped direct, but the trump card is witb- 
held from public view. 

Simply Chicago’s Stock in Trade. 

New York and Philadelphia banks have 
been inquiring as to the methods of Chicago 
bankers in this gold deal, but they have re- 
ceived little light on the subject. They have 
to be satisfied with the statement. that it is 
simply part of the Chicago banker’s stock in 


trade. 


New York has been asking for some of this 
gold, but without much success. They want- 
ed it so badly that New York bankers offered 
2 per cent premium for any part of it. When 


the New York banks shut off the supply of 


currency they practically ruined their com- 
mission profits on Chicago produce and have 
built up à direct trade between Chicago and 
Europe which is bound to have its effect for 
alltime. New York has ceased to be the 
middieman between Chicago and European 
ports. 

The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank has 
now on the way here $2,500,000 in gold 
from Europeaif points. From Paris 5400, 


000 was ordered by this bank yesterday. 
Gold bars were the first receipts, but now the 


metal is coming in the shape of eagles. As 
long as the New York exchange rate contin- 
ues high this importation will go on. 

This gold is piling up until now shipments 
to other cities are to be made.

JOHN B. KOETTING CAUGHT IN DENVER. 


Fugitive Cashier of a Milwaukee Bank 
Arrested in a Hospital. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 17.—[Special.]—John 
B. Koetting, cashier of the Soth Side Savings 
Bank of Milwaukee, was arrested this even- 
ing at St. Anthony’s Hospital and now occu- 
pies a cell at police headquarters. When 
recognized two weeks ago Koetting was 
warned in time to avoid Capture, but instead 
of leaving the city he sought refuge in St. 
Anthony’s German Catholic Hospital 
on the outskirts of the city. 
He was under treatment for stomach trouble, 
and was ready to leave yesterday when a Den- 
ver reporter recovering from a mild attack of 
mountain fever recognized the criminal on 
meeting him in the hallway. The capture 
was effected without resistance and the pris- 
oner took the situation stolidly, admitting his 
identity, but refraining from conversation. 
His funds were reduced to $200, and as it was 
counted by the police Koetting remarked: “I 
am glad it’s over. He immediately sent for 
a lawyer. Koetting is in robust health. 

Miuwavuxer,. Wis., Aug. 17.—[{Special.]—A 
detective with a warrant charging Koetting 
with larceny and embezzlement will. leave 
here in the morning to bring the prisoner 
from Denver. Extra precaution will be neces- 
sary to protect Koetting on his arrival, owing 
to the intense feeling against him among de- 
positors of the defunct bank. The deposits 
amounted to about $1.000,000, and the as-

bank twenty-five years. He was a half-owner 
of it and as cashier the entire management 
was in his hands. G.C. Trumpff, President 
of the bank, who owned the other half inter- 
est. gave no attention to its affairs. He dis- 
appeared a few days after the cashier and has 
not been located, although diligent search 
has been made for him.

Montana Senatorial Case to Be Decided 


Next Monday—Indications Point to the 
Seating of Mantle~Gorman Offers an 


Amendment te the Biil to Increase Na- 
tional Bank Circulation. 


Wenmorox, D. C., Aug. 17.—In the Sen- 
ate today numerous petitions were presented, 
some for the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman act and some against its repeal with 
a provision for the free coinage of silver. 
One was presented from the Board o Mana- 
gers of thé National Temperance Society 
against the proposed six months extension of 
the whisky tax. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Gallinger 
(Rep., N. H.) and went over until tomorrow, 
calling for a report as to whether the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and the Commissioner of 
Pensions have conformed to the provisions 
of existing law in suspending and dropping 
pensioners from the pension roll. 

The Montana Senatorial case was taken up 
and Mr. Pasco (Dem., Fla.) addressed the 
Senate in op to the right of Mr. 
Mantle to a seat under the Governor’s a 
pointment. Mr. Dubois (Rep., Idaho) made 
a short a ent on other side of the 
question. This was followed by a colloqu 
between Senators Mitchell of Oregon an 
Chandler ef New Hampshire, the former ad- 
vocati and the latter opposing the admis- 
sion of Mr. Mantle. 

The discussion was interrupted by an 
amendment offered by Mr. Gorman (Dem., 


4 Md.) to the national bank circulation bill. 


The amendment provides: 

That any national bank desi to withdraw 
ony partof its circula notes shall, in writing, 
at least sixty days before the time of the proposed 
withdrawal, make application to the Controller 
of the Currency, and that no such withdrawal 

all be made unless such application be ap- 

roved in whole or in part by the Secretary of the 
asury ; but no more than $3,000,000 of national 
bank circulation shall be withdrawn within a 
calendar month. 
Will Vote on Mantle’s Case Monday. 


After a short argument by Mr. Call (Dem., 


Fla.) against the right of appointment by the 


Governor, Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.) called for 
a vote upon the resolution for the admission 
of Mr. Mantle. Objection was made, howev- 
er, by Mr. Vance (Dem., N. C.), and finally 
unanimous consent Was given t a vote be 
taken Monday next at 5 p. m. 

The case has been debated fully on both 
sides. There has been no party division and 
there will be none when the vote on seating 
Mr. Mantle comes to be taken. The belief is 
that he will be seated by a good majority. 
The Montana islature was Democratic, 
but the Governor is a Republican. and hence 
it happens that a Republican Senator was ap- 

inted. In Washington both Legislature and 

overnor are Republican, and the Governor 
has designated Senator Allen. In Wyoming 
the Democrats and Populists control the 
islature. The Governor of the State being 
a Democrhkt, the appointed Senator will be a 
Democrat. The seating of two Republicans 
and one Democrat would not change the 
political 2 — of the Senate, which 
would still be Demucratic. 

After a brief executive session the doors 
were reopened and the House joint resolution 
for the payment of mileage to Senators and 
Representatives for the extraordinary session 
was taken up for action. 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.); expressed his oppo- 
sition to the joint resolution, arguing that the 
law did not justify the payment of mileage at 
the present session. 

Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.), supported the joint 
resolution. He thought himself as much en- 
titled to receive his mileage as any workman 
was entitled to receive his wages. He was 
seeking to bring about a condition of 
things by which workmen could get employ- 
ment and could get their wages promptly. 


Vest Raises a Question of Taste. 


Mr. Vest did not think it in good taste 
(no stronger expression), at a time of dis- 
tress when the people of the country were 
looking to Congress for immediate relief (if 
possib eh. and when, from circumstances 
which he did not care to discuss, it 
was almost impossible to come to a 
conclusion, for Senators to attend 
to their own financial condition. 
When Senators took the office they knew the 
law of the question of mileage. ey kaew 
that it was payable at a certain time, and the 
change of that time was as much an attack on 
the principle of the law as would be the voting 
of back salaries. But now, when the country 
was in unprecedented financial condition, 
when peapte were literally 9 bread 
and were looking to Congress for relief, Sena- 
tors were unable to do anything else than to 
give themselves mileage two or three months 
in advance of the time fixed by law. ; 

Mr. Vilas (Dem., Wis.) advocated the joint 
resolution on the ground that the extraordi- 
nary session would probably run into the 
regular session and that the payment of mile- 
age now would be merely an anticipation by 
two orthree months of the time when it 
would be payable under existing law. 

Mr. Aldrich (Rep., R. I.) thought the state- 
ment that this was to be a continuous session 
coming from a Senator so near to the admin- 
istration would be more unwelcome to the 
people of the Unite“ States than the payment 
of any sum for mileage. 

Mr. Vilas disclaimed having any authority 
to make the statement. It was a matter of 
ne on his part as to what ought to be 

one. 

Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kansas) moved indefinite 
postponement and demanded the yeas and 
nays. The motion was rejected—yeas 12, 
nays 42—and the joint resolution was passed. 
The Senators who voted for Peffer’s motion 
were Bate oe Coke, Irby, Lindsay, Me- 
Pherson, Mills, effer, Perkins, Pugh, Smith, 
and Vest. 

A message was received from the House 
announcing the death of Mr. Chipman, Repre- 
sentative from Michigan, whereupon the 
usual resolutions were offered by Mr. McMil- 
lin (Rep., Mich.), and were 282 to, 
and Senators McMillin, Proctor, Vilas, Gib- 
son, and White (Cal.) were appointed a com- 
mittee on the part of the Senate to attend the 
funeral.

RIOT OF UNEMPLOYED. 
NEW YORK LABORERS SMASH THE 
DOORS Or A HALL 


Being Refused Admission by the Froprie- 
tor, Because They Had No Money, They 
Break the Heavy Glass Doors and Take 
Fall PossessionPolice Make a Futile 
Effort-to Oust Them, Although Three 
of the Rioters Are Arrested=The Men 
Are Afterwards Released, 

New Yorn, Aug. 17.—The first of the riots 
which labor leaders and others have predicted 
for some time as a result of the large number 
of men out of employment broke out this 
morning. A crowd of more than 
5,000 men attacked Walhalla Hall, No. 
48, 50, and 52 Orchard street, because ad- 
mittance was denied them. They smashed 
the plate glass windows to atoms, forced in 
the doors, which had been turned against 
them, and forcibly took possession of the 
place. Several persons were cut by the fly- 
ing glass. All sort of missiles were used, and 
finaily the police reserves from the Eldridge 
Street Station were ordered to the scene. 

The success of the spontaneous meeting of 
the unemployed and the parade held yester- 
day was the signal fora much larger gather- 
ing today. At9 o’clock the crowd, largely 
made up of Russians, which without a 
leader of any kind, had grown to over 
a thousand. Every minute added to the 
number, and at 9:30 at least 8,000 were 
there. When it began torain the few who 
had umbrellas raised them, but the majority 
stood there sulkily indifferent. to the weather. 
When 10 o’clock arrived the street in front of 
the exchange was black with people. 

Too Small for the Crowda. 

The large hall down-stairs was literally 
packed. So were the stairs and every one of 
the little meeting rooms up-stairs. Bartend- 
ers stood ready in expectation of doing a rush- 
ing business, but not agingle drink was pur- 
* Finally a voice cried out that the 
place was too small; even if a meetin 
was intended it would be im ible to hol 
one for want of space. game voice 
suggested Walhalia, on Orchard street, and 
instantly the cry was taken up. Walhalla 
Hall.“ Walhalla Hall.“ As if with one im- 
pulse the crowd formed into line for the 
march to this hall. When 133 the Four- 
teenth Precinct Station on Fifth street several 
policemen put their heads dut, and inquiry 
there resulted in the discovery that the re- 
serves had been held in _ readiness. 
The crowd up to that time had been 
most orderly.. Word of the com- 
ing of the unemployed had reached 
Walhalla Hall ahead of the crowd, and in the 
absence of Fleigman, the proprietor, his sons 
and daughters got ready to defend the place. 
They first burred the door and then demanded 
through the keyhole to know what the crowd 
wanted. 

Smash in the Doors, 

The reply came back that they wanted to 
hold a meeting in the hall but had no money 
to pay for its use. They were told they could 
not have it. Instantly there wasa crash of 
breaking glass. Pavi stones had been 
seized from the street. moment the first 
pane of glass was smashed every one seemed 
to throw caution to the winds. Pane after 
pane of the plate-glass went in, and finally 

door was also forced, 

Mr. Fliegman’s daughter, a young girl of 
13 years, tried to get in front of the crowd as 
it swept in, but was thrown aside, The 
unemployed men swept chairs and tables aside 
in their eagerness to hold the wmeet- 
ing, and they had just abovt settled 
down to business when word of the af 
sent to the Eldridge Po- 
lice Station. The sergeant in charge 
at once called out the reserve sec. 
tion. The reserves, num bering fourteen men, 
with Roundsman Colton at their head, started 
on a double-quick run for the scene of the 
disturbance. 

It was then that 8 broke loose. 
The son and daughters of the proprietor of 
the hall insisted that every one of the unem- 
ployed men be arrested at once. The rounds- 
men saw that this was im ble, as the 
hall was black with men. „ however, 
asked if they wanted the hall cleared. On 
getting an affirmative reply a roundsman 
proceeded to doit. One the ward detec- 
tives was at his side, and heat once tried to 
seize a man who had mounted a chair and 
was in the act of speaking. 


Captured the Speaker. 


The speaker was captured and with a police. 
man on either sid was marched to the station- 
house. One-half of the crowd followed 
while the others remained, determined to hold 
the meeting anyhow. roundsman said he 
would clear the hall at any cost, and more 

olicemen were sent for. Then he changed 

is mind for the moment by leaving the hall 
to take care of itself and directed his men to 
clear the streets, which were fast getting 
choked in the vicinity, 

The first prisoner’s name was Albert Rosen- 
feld and he said he wasa tailor, but refused 
to tell where he lived. At the station, how- 
ever, he afterward gave his address. Rosen- 
feld was picked out by Proprietor Fli 
and several others who had witn the 
riot as the ringleader of the mob and as one 
of those who had been aétive in smash- 
ing in the doors. Two other arrests 
were made. One of the prisoners 
was Joseph Gold, 35 years of age, a tailor of 
No. 103 Hester street, and the other Abra- 
ham Simon, 27 years of age, of No. 39 Rich- 
ardson street, Williamsburg, also a tailor. 
They had assisted Rosenfeld in leading the at- 
tack on the doors and windows of the saloon, 
it is said. The howling mob followed th« offi- 
cers and their prisoners to the door of the police 
station. and at one time it was feared that they 
would attempt to rescue their companions. 
The prisoners are safely locked up. 

Meanwhile the cro which had remained 
in front of Walhalla Hall had not dispersed, 
and the little room in the rear of the saloon 
was packed with shouting Poles and Russians. 

The leader of the unemployed foreigners 
seemed to be W. Belkowitz, who said he 
lived at No. 22 Madison street. He made a 
speech in own tongue. He 
afterwards told a reporter that the object of 
the meeting was to di some means of 
finding employment, as the famulies of these 
men were all starving: 

Belkowitz explained that in his speech he 
told the crowd that there ought to be no dis- 
crimination against Russian worki en. 
What he advocated was an a — to, the 
United States Government to furnish them 
with work. Seyeral other speeches were made 
denouncing the government for not giving 
the poor people work. 

Still Refuse to Give Up. 


Joseph Barondess arrived at the hall at 
12:15 o’clock. Heheld a-short conferenee 
with the proprietor of the hall, in which Flieg- 
man stated his side of the case and told of the 
damage done to his place. Barondess urged 
the crowd to leave the hall. The proposition 
was greeted with a storm of opposition.

The administration is doing all 
in its power to restore confidence in “ the in- 
tention and ability of the government to ful- 
fill its pecuniary obligations in money uni- 
versally recognized by all civilized countries. 


MODIFICATION OF PROHIBITION IN IOWA. 

In the Iowa Republican convention Wednes- 
day, after a long and sharp fight, and by 
the close vote of 613 to 590, the majority 
largely representing the younger and progres- 
sive element of the party, ironclad prohibi- 
tion was replaced by the following local-op- 
tion resolution, which was passed: 

That prohibition is no test of Republicanism. 
The General Assembly has given to the State a 
prohibitory law as strong as, any that has ever 
been enacted by any country. Like any other 
criminal statute its retention, modification, or re- 
peal must be determined by the General Assem- 
bly, elected by and in sympathy with thé people, 
and to them is relegated the subject to take such 
action as they may deem just and best in the 
matter, maintaining the present law in those 
portions of the State where it is now or can be 
made efficient, and giving to the localities such 
methods of controlling and regulating the liquor 
traffic as will best serve the cause of temperance 


and morality. : 
Two years ago in July, 1891, the conven- 


tion of the Icwa Republicans could only 
muster 107 votes for local option as against 
951 for State prohibition. The change in 
that period, therefore, is a most remarkable 
one, and shows that the Republicans have 
recognized the folly of making prohibition a 
test of party fellowship. 

The stubborn opposition of the Prohibi- 
tionist to this moderate resolution is all the 
more surprising when it is considered that in 
every county of theState where popular senti- 
ment is for prohibition and ean enforce the 
law it will remain, and thatin those counties of 
the State where popular sentiment is aguinst 
prohibition and it does not and cannot en- 
force the dry law and keep people from drink- 
ing liquor, this. plank of the platform pro- 
poses to do the next best thing—namely: to 
regulate the liquor traffic and impose on it 
high taxation where it cannot be prohibited. 
The taxation of the traffic will put large sums 
of money in the city and county treasuries in 
many parts of the State and will help defray 
the expenses of government, including the 
cost of regulating the traffic. It is the only 
common-sense way of dealing with this ques- 
tion if human nature in a free country is 
to be taken into account. There is no other 
business-like or practical way of dealing 
with it than according to the necessities of the 
case and the conditions of public sentiment. 
In a free country no laws can be enforced in 
the counties unless public sentiment is behind 
the enforcement. If the county is opposed to 
it the case is hopeless, for then the courts and 
juries are opposed. It applies to all laws. 
We have recently seen the failure of an fort 
in Kansas to enforce laws for the payment of 
bonds, which the people deemed unjust, al- 
though the effort was made through the proc- 
esses of a Federal court, who inflicted heavy 
fines and incarcerated the local officers in jail, 
but all of no effect because the people of the 
county were resolutely opposed to pay the 
bonds, which they believed were wrongfully 
sold. 

The sooner the Prohibitionists of Iowa get 
the idea into their heads that drinking can- 
not be prevented when public sentiment op- 
poses prohibition the sooner they will get the 
liquor question out of politics and placed on 
the best practicable grounds. 

It is purely a social and sumptuary matter, 
and the county naturally is the unit for en- 
forcing laws because each county has the ma- 
chinery necessary to regulate the traffic. If 
that machinery be withheld by popular senti- 
ment there is no power of regulation in the 
minority of the county. It is the natural and 
logical way for the counties to deal with this 
question and under the local option plank of 
its platform there will be no difficulty in the 


and both parties as a whole, undoubtedly naw 
there will be an enormous majority in favor 
of dealing with this business in the spirit of 
the resolution as passed. 


BRYAN’S SPEECH FOR SILVER MONOMET- 
ALLISM. 


Representative Bryan of Nebraska made 
what is called a pretty and glittering speech 
day before yesterday. He hasa good voice, 
he gesticulates nicely, and his rhetoric is 
florid and imagination vivid and exaggerative. 
It is easy to understand how he pleased the 
galleries and the girls. He strewed the floor 
of the house with flowers of speech and with 
poetical quotations. What should have been 
a cool, careful financial argument was a de- 
nunciation of what he called the ‘‘ merciless 
decrees of the money interest which 
„brought ease and plenty to those who fawn 
and flatter, followed by a description uttered 
in the theatrical, pathetic tone of voice of the 
„% mute appeal of the work-worn and dust- 
begrimed masses whose battle-hymn, it ap- 
pears, is Home, Sweet Home.” And yet a 
short dollar, which will buy only half what a 
sound one will purchase, never made home 
any sweeter or its owner happy. 

After skimming the froth and foam off Mr. 
Bryan's declamatory plea fora workingman, 
whom he says he would like to help,“ but 
whom he is seeking to hurt, there remains a 
sour and nasty residuum— a demand that 
gold be expelled from American circulation 
and that silver monometallism be substituted 
for honest bimetallism, and that there be un- 
limited coinage of 371 grains fractional sil- 
ver dollars, with no gold support. That is his 
recipe for making home happy, and that is all 
there was to his eloquent harangue when 
boiled down to its substance. 

Silver mining never has been one of the in- 
terests of Nebraska. It has raised wheat, 
corn, hogs, sheep, and some statesmen like 
Bryan, who are sillier and absurder than 
sheep, but it has produced no silver. Why 
then should Nebraskans run their legs off to 
give the silver miners tothe west of them 
more for their metal than it is worth in the 
world’s market? Since 1878 those miners 
have been paid by the government a certifi- 
eate convertible into gold for every dollar's 
worth of silver they sold. They havesolda gold 
dollar’s worth of silver for a gold dollar. but now 
they demand free coinage with less than

But unless he 
changes his tactics he will have no influence 
at Washington, Among the trained and edu- 
cated men who.find their way there fulsome 
flattery of toil by a man who does not toil 
himself and abuse of Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce by one who is igno- 
rarit of their functions do not count as argu- 
ments. The speakers who have real influence 
at Washington in shaping legislation aré those 
thinkers who deal in facts, not froth, and in 
statistics instead of poetry on the floors of 
Congress.

IOWA REPUBLICANS SOUND ON SILVER. 
The money plank of the Iowa Republicans 
adopted day before yesterday says among 


other things: 

That itis of prime importance to all the Amer- 
ican people that a sound currency shall be main- 
tained of uniform purchasing power. That we 
are in favor of maintaining both gold and silver 
money as unlimited legal tender for the payment 
of debts. Andin doing this Congress shall pro- 
vide that every dollar, whether gold, silver, or 
paper, shall be kept of equal value. That we are 
opposed to State bank money or any reéstablish- 
ment of that system of local shinplaster and 
“‘wildcat’’ currency which proved so disastrous 
in the past. 

That it is of the highest importance to work- 
ing people that their wages shall be paid to them 
in coin of full value and high purchasing power, 
so that they shall be able to supply themselves 
in — market with the necessities and comforts 
of life. ' 

We denounce acheap and depreciated money 
of low purchasing power as an especial hardship 
upon the poor and those who receive wages. 

This is sound doctrine. The Iowa Repub- 


licans want silver dollars with a gold dollar's 


worth of silver in them. They ifisist that the 
purchasing power of all dollars, whether gold. 
silver, or paper,shall be equal. They dg not, 
like greedy and short-sighted silver miners or 
cheap money Populists, demand the free 
coinage of silver at a false ratio, whether it is 
16, 20, or 24 to 1, and at the same time 
fraudulently call themselves bimetullists. 

The Iowa Republicans, who are real and 
not bogus bimetdllists, wish to maintain the 
parity of gold and silver and the full purchas- 
ing power of the dollars paid them for their 
crops or their services, which dollars they use 
not merely to pay their debts but to buy for 
themselves the necessaries and comforts. of 
life. They do not wish those dollars to ghrink 
in value one-half while in their hands. 

The ten Republican Congressmen from 
Iowa will take notice of this real bimetallic 
silver plank and vote accordingly. The one 
Democrat should do so also if he cares for 
his party’s platform, for there are many Ger- 
mans in the river counties he represents, and 
every one of them, however he may differ 
with the Republicans on other points, is with 
them on sound, honest money. The Germans 
are for the 100-cent dollar and will have no 
clipped substitute. 

The Iowa Democrats have not held their 
convention yet. When they do, if they call 
themselves bimetallists and yet demand 
free coinage of 58-cent dollars, which would 
be rotten silver monometallism, they will be 
beaten as they used to be in the days of Gar- 
field. If they attempt to equivocate, to play 
hide and seek with the great issue of the day, 
they will be whipped out of their boots this 
fall and deservedly so. Their German voters 
will stand no fooling with their dollars. 


COLORADO “ DEMANDING” SILVER MONO- 
METALLISM. 

It is hard to understand the animosity of the 
Chicago papers towards bimetallism and partic- 
ularly towards its advocates in Colorado. As a 
matter of fact, the people of the entire country 
which looks to Chitago-as its commercial center 
would be benefited by the establishment of bi- 
metallism.—Denver Republican. 


The Denver Republican begs the question 
and misstates the case and perverts the facts. 
The Chicago papers are not opposed to 
bimetallism. It is the Denver papers which 
bitterly oppose it, notwithstanding their pre- 
tenses. Bimetallism does not mean the free 
coinage of silver dollars containing 58 cents’ 
worth of silver and 100 cents’ worth of gold. 
No money so diverse in value would circulate 
at parity, and therefore would not be pbime- 
tallie money. The Denver demand for free 
coinage of silver of 871 grains would result 
immediately in the worst kind of silver mon- 
ometallism. All gold would be expelled 
from circulation and the 100-year-old money 
standard of this republic would slump nearly 
a half in value. 

The Chicago people and press are in favor 
of a bimetallism of which the silver dollar 
will contain enough metal to be worth 100 
cents, and a gold dollar to be worth the same 
sum. They want the dollars of both metals 
to possess the same intrinsic value, the same 
purchasing power, and to be exchangeable 
with each other at parity. 

The platforms of both Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties pledged their respective par- 
ties and candidates to uphold that kind of bi- 
metallism. 

But Colorado bolted both parties and cast 
her vote for the candidates and platform of 
the flat Populist cranks, whose chief principle 
is to debase the Nation’s currency in order to 
enable them to cheat their creditors and work- 
men, 

Chicago would only be benefited by the 
establishment of honest bimetallism, while she 
would be injured hundreds of millions by the 
adoption of free coinage of 37 1-grain silver 
dollars worth less than 60 cents each. Such 
fractional dollars would not be bimetallism at 
all, and it is an insult to common sense to 80 
dub them. 

Not an ounce of gold would ever circulate 
in the United States in competition with such 
illegitimate and misbegotten 371-grain silver 
“dollars.” Nor can the people of Chicago 
conceive how such light weight dollars would 
benefit Colorado or Denver, as their purchas- 
tng power would be but little more than half 
that of a full and legitimate dollar.

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NEBRASKA ALLEN’S FOOL PROPOSITION 

Senator Allen of Nebraska wants the na- 
tional bank note circulation bill to be amend- 
ed so as to provide that interest shall cease on 
the bonds on which the additional circulation 
shall be based. Let the reader try to think of 
the value of reasoning that will lead up to 
such a conclusion. If the banks do not issue 
notes on the now idle 10 per cent of che bonds 


deposited then the interest on them is to be 


paid by the Federal Government, but the mo- 
inent the reserve 10 per cent is made a basis 
of extra circulation the interest thereon is to 
be confiscated. What right has the govern- 
ment to make such a discrimination and say 
whether or not the interest shall be paid? For 
thirty years the government has authorized 
national banks to deposit bonds and issue 
against them notes amounting to 90 per cent 
of their face value. Now it is proposed by 
Allen of Nebraska to withdraw that permis- 
sion so far as it would apply to the additional 
10 per cent that is wanted to be taken 
as the basis of what every one holds 
to be a badly needed increase in the circu- 
lation. Allen would appear to have determined 
there shall be no such increase in the cur- 
rency, and none of the relief to the present 
financial stringeney which such issue would 
give. He must have. determined that the 
people of Nebraska ought to continue to be 
pinched and squeezed to the last drop of 
blood rather than allow them to be relieved. 
He would deprive them of the means to pay 
their debts, to move the crops, and prepare 
for the work of another cereal year. Such 
an attitude must be construed as malicious 
and hateful towards the people who have 
given him their suffrages through the medium 
of the State Legislature, and who would be 
deeply injured should his motion prevail. He 
must be aware that no bank in the United 
States would think of issuing extra circula- 
tion under the conditions he proposes should 
his amendment become a law, as the 
government would gain nothing by it while 
the people would lose the benefit of the re- 
inforcement to the currency.

SILVER IN INDIA. 
It is reported from England that the Indian 
Council has receded from the position it took 
when it closed the mints of India to the free 
coinage of silver, and has sold twenty lacs of 
rupees at 15 pence each instead of at the 
16 pence fixed upon by the Council as the 
rate. Some papers here throw out the hint 
that this may meana return to free coinage 
at the Indian mints, but probably that isa 
great mistake. It seems more likely that the 
position receded from is simply the one in re- 
gard to the price to be paid for silver. The 
16 pence fixed on for the rupee is nearly the 
same price for silver as that which would give 
67 cents for the value of the pure metal in 
the United States dollar. That was not far 
from the market pricé at the time the order 
was issued, but immediately thereafter the 
price broke badly, going down to the equiva- 
lent of only 48 cents for the bullion value of 


our silver dollar, and since then it has failed 


to go back to the point reported as the market 
the day before the Indian Council reported its 
action. So it has been found impossible to 
maintain the 16 pence agreed upon as the 
official value of the rupee, and large sales 
were made at a discount of 3 cents per rupee 
or not far from 8 cents on the nominal dollar, 
from the official rating of about seven weeks 
ago. 

In the absence of information to the con- 
trary it is reasonable to suppose that the only 
action receded from wes that involved in the 
attempt to fix on an inflexible ratio between 
gold and silver. The Council has shown its 
wisdom in discovering the mistake and candor 
in acknowledging it in less than two months 
after the perpetration of the error. Iu com- 
parison with its members the silver men of 
this country are terribly slow. The Council 
finds it impracticable to maintain a theoret- 
ical ratio only 8 cents in the dollar away from 
the actual one, while there are yet states- 
men in our Congress who are so silly as to 
suppose an act of legislation here could near. 
ly double the market price of the white metal. 
Equally foolish in kind, and but slightly less 
so in degree, is the scheme of Senator Vert to 
enact a ratio of 20 to 1, when the present 
ratio is about 2744 to 1. Vest and his con- 
fréres would do well to study the action of the 
Indian Council and taking it as an example 
back down from a false position. 

SILVER IN STANDARD DOLLARS. 

At the request of Mr. Biand of Missouri 
Mr. Preston, the actmg Director of the Mint, 
sent to the House a statement showing the 
number of grains in the silver dollar for 
ratios of 16 to 1 to 20 to 1. The followmg 
is an extension of the statement, with the cor- 
responding value of the coin when the doliar 
of 16 to 1 ratio is commercially worth 58 
cents. The weights given are for standard 
silver, which is nine-tenths fine. Hence to 
find the weight of the pure silver for any one 
of the ratios named subtract from the num- 


ber in the table one-tenth of itself: 
Gold value, 
cents. 


The pure silver in such a dollar would be 650 
grains; but 640 grains would about equal the 
value of a gold dollar. 

The table shows the nonsense of Bland's 
proposition of making the ratio 20 to 1, which 
would give a dollar of less than 73 cents in 
worth. Such dollars would make a ludicrous 
short leg to travel with a gold leg of 100 
cents. Such bimetallic money might go 
along on 4 steep hillside by keeping the short 
leg on the upper side.

ONE DENVER BANK AGAIN OPEN, 


Charges of Fraud Made Against the As- 
signee and Officers of Another. 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 17.—The National 
Bank of Commerce opened its doors for 
business this morning, Itis said the Union 
and People’s National Banks will open next 
Monday and the State about Sept. 1. The 
National Bank of Commerce opened first be- 
cause its depositors early agreed to accept 
certificates of deposit. Deposits came in 
rapidly this morning. 

A most sensational action in connection 
with the recent failure of the People’s Savings 
Bank came up in the District Court this after- 
noon when a petition was presented to Judge 
Allen asking for the removal of Frederick 
Schrader, assignee of the bank, vn the grounds 
that he is not conducting affairs legally and 
making specific charges of fraud and collusion 
in the conduct of the bank against M. J. Law- 
rence, President, and Schrader, who was 
cashier. 

During the existence of the two banks the 
petitioners affirm they have reason to believe 
the funds of one bank were transferred to 
another in order to allow the People’s Na- 
good showi when called 
upon by the Controller of the Currency. Im- 
mediately after the statement of the condi- 
tion of the bank was made to the Controller it 
is charged that Lawrence and Schrader ag: iu 
took the funds upon which they had biued 
their national bank ‘statement and placed 
them in possessipn of the savings bank and 
made a statement of the condition of that 
bank in a similar manner, 

Indebtedness of the two officials to the 
bank in — sums is also charged, and it is 
specified t there is owing the bank from 
stockholders $490,833, or about one-half the 
total assets of the bank, and that personal 
friends of Schrader and Lawrence, who are 
on their bonds, owe $171,200. It is charged 
that, owing to the alleged fraudulent and 
criminal acts of the President and cashier, 
the latter is not a p r person to manage 
the affairs of the failed institution.

If the 
executor of the estate, John L. Mitchell, had 
filed’ such declaration upon his assuming his 
office the estate would now be free from the 
complications entailed by the suspension of 
the bank. -Now the whole estate goes into the 
receiver's hands and if there is enough left 
after the creditors are paid the beneficiaries 
under the will of Alexander Mitchell will 
come in, and after their claim is satisfied 
John L. Mitchell, as residuary legatee, gets 
what is left. It strengthens the assets of the 
bank to an enormous degree if the decision is 
made to stand.

Laxe Geneva, Wis., Aug. 17.—[Special.]— 
Two incidents left an impression the second 
day of the international regatta. The first 
was the lowering of a record. It occurred in 
the quarter-mile dash, senior single, in which 
Edwin Hedley of Passaic, N. J., won the race 
in 1:17. This lowers J. F. Corbett's time by 
two seconds. Corbett made it in 1:19 in the 
national amateur rowing regatta at Falmouth 
in 1890. The contest in the quarter-mile 
dash today was a pretty one from the yachts, 
but to those who had a nearer view it was 
evident that Hedley had all the time 
to loaf he desired, so far as his competitors 
were concerned. He made no attempt to 
make the flag until he was more than half 
way down the course, when by a few long 
pulls he got ahead like an arrow shot from a 
well-strung bow. He was accorded an en- 
thusiastic reception by the whistles of the 
craft in the bay, while the shouts from the 
park and grand stand gave him assurance that 
his work had been watched. 

The other incident was that in the quarter 
mile dash, senior four international, The 
entries were the Minnesota of St. Paul, Argo- 
naut of Toronto, Don of Toronto, and Dela- 
ware of Chicago. The race by a decision of 
Referee Hanlan was rowed over, but not until 
some fever abated. 

The time of the first race was sent out as 
follows: Delaware, 1:10; Don, 1:18%; 
Minnesota, 1:21 : Argonaut, no time given. 
As the competitors returned toward the 
finish the Argonaut was seen to pull over into 
the waters of the Minnesota, and there was 
more or less confusion, while the yachts in 
the bay whistled and a number of small boats 
violated the polices regulations by cutting 
into the course. The Delaware won the race. 
Of that there seemed to be no doubt. But as 
quickly as Minnesota, Argonaut, and Don 
could turn they pulled away for the referee’s 
boat, and every oarsman held up his hands in

The visitors’ yachts steamed up to the scene, 
as they expected a naval engagement not on 
the bills. The Minnesota crew complained 
that the Argonaut crew had fouled it and the 
Argonaut denied.

It required time to bring the contestants to 
understand that the business of a referee was 
to settle differences, and the race was rowed 
over again, the Delaware leading from the 
start, turning first, and keeping safely in the 
lead all the way down the course.

MEDICINE IN THE LAW 


EXPERT TESTIMONY OONSIDERED RY 
A WORLD'S CONGRESS. 


Curious and Interesting Cases Cited by the 
Doctors to Illustrate Their Arguments 
on Medical Jurisprudence- How Better 
Knowledge of Hypnotism as a Force 
Would Assist the Courts Large Attend- 
ance in the African Congress Peace, 
Dental, and Horticultural Congresses.

Medical and expert testimony was dis- 
cussed by the Congress on Medical Juris- 
prudence yesterday. Curious and interesting 
cases were cited by the doctors to illustrate 
their arguments. Prof. R. C. Kedzie,of the 
University of Michigan, who presided, read a 
paper entitled, “Determining the Line of 
Force in Fracture of Glass, in which he re- 
lated how he secured the . acquittal of a wom- 
an charged with murder. The prisoner had 
been accused of assaulting another woman 
while asleep, pounding her on the head 
with a lamp, pouring oil on ber 
colthing and setting it on fire. 
The evidence against the accused woman was 
strong. Prof. Kedzie, by an exhaustive series 
of experiments, demonstrated that the force 
which destroyed the lamp must have come 
from an internal explosion and she was ac- 
quitted. 

Hypnotic Power Dangerous. 

Judge Abram H. Dailey contributed a 
paper on hypnotism in medico-legal juris- 
prudence replete with phenomena and in- 
cidents bearing on this little understood sub- 
ject. Hypnotic power has been known to be 
exercised by children of 7 years, he said. En- 
graved figures on the stones of an ancient 
palace of the Mayas in Yucatan show that this 

rehistoric people possessed a knowledge of 

ypnotism. ases were quoted to 
show that a person thoroughly 
hypnotized may be throw into a cataleptic 
state and in that condition subjected to severe 
surgical operations without suffering pain. A 
number of incidents were related to show that 
a person thoroughly hypuotized is under the 
absolute control of the hy pnotist. The Judge

is possible for him to direct 
the commission of crimes and acts of immorality 
for which it may be hard to place the responsi- 
bility. To say that such a powerful influence is 
not a dangerous one. would certainly 
untrue. It is one likely to abused, 
and the question presents itself uare- 
ly for our consideration whether it should be 
restricted by legislative enactment. In one or 
more of the Earopean N laws restrict- 
ing it have been passed. Nothing is better under- 
stood among lawyers than that instruments exe- 
cuted by undue influence are subject to be over- 
turned and set aside. Many times Judges, in dis- 
cussing cases presented for their consideration, 
have recognized the existence ot a psychic power 
as a factor in procuring the execution of logal in- 
struments. A more thorough knowledge of this 
power's extent and nature cannot fail to be of 
great benefit in arriving at puss conclusions upon 
most important matters which frequently come 
up in our courts for adjudication. 

Judge Dailey expressed the opinion that a 
very large number of persons possess the 
hypnotic power sufficiently to be of great 
service in cases of sickness. He thought there 
was no such danger attending the use of hyp- 
netism as in the application of anestheties or

A. E. Osborne of the California Home 
for Feek contributed a paper on 
the responsibility of epileptics.

ALLIANCE LIFE COMES TO THE RESCUE. 


Offers to Accept Business and Liabilities 
of the Total Abstinence Association. 

The insolvent Total Abstinence Life As- 
sociation will probably be merged into the 
Commercial Alliance Life Insurance com- 
pany of New York. This at least was the 
consensus of opinion in the Stockholders’ 
committee meeting yesterday morning, but 
no definite action will be taken until today. 
The troubles of the asseciation resulted in 
the appointment of a committee of five to 
represent the policy-holders. The officers 
agreed to abide by the decisions of this 
tribunal. The committee was composed of

The 
death claims, the principal item in the in 
solvent company’s liabilities, amount to 
$57,000, but under the ninety-day clause in 
the insurance laws only $10,000 now is due. 
In addition to this there is $17,000 of con- 
tested claims. Two propositions from other 
insurance companies were taken up but not 
acted upon. 


TERRIBLE YET GROTESQUE DISEASE. 


The Rare Afflictions That Carried Off a 
New York Woman. 

New York Letterin Philadelphia Ledger: 
Physicians here are interested in the case of 
Miss Amie Richardson Baldwin, who died 
Friday from a combination of two rare 
diseases, syringomyelia and . acromegaly. 
Each disease is rare, and it is said that the 
combination was never before known. 
Acromegaly is a weird for which 
neither cause nor romtedy dtscov- 
ered. One of Miss Baldwin’s physicians says 
of the disease. It affects the head, h ands, 
and feet in such a measure as to make them 
grow to a gigantic size, while the body itself 
retains its normal conditions. 

Persons suffering from the disease present 
a grotesque appearance. Their bones, flesh, 
nails, ears, chins, noses, fingers, and toes at- 
tain often twice their ordinary size. Many 
people with this ailment have found their 
way into museums. There is no pain, and 
the disease is not necessarily fatal.“ The 
other disease affects the spinal cord in such 
a way that the patient loses entirely the 
sensation of pain and temperature, though 
the sense of touch is not affected. That two 
such terrible yet grotesque diseases should 
attack one person is certainly remarkable 
enough to excite the interest of either phy-

No Longer Held for Lynching of Arata— 
Discovery of Counterfeit Money. 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 17.— [United Press 
Dispatch.}—‘‘Col.”” Brennan, who was 
charged with having led the crowd that 
lynched Arata, the Italian murderer of Grand 
Army Veteran Lightfoot a few weeks ago, was 
discharged by the court today. It appears 
that Arata was chief and host of a gang of ex- 
pert Italian counterfeiters. United States 
Secret Agent Waller, assisted by city detect- 
ives. last night unearthed a box containing 
$2,500 in counterfeit $5 bills in the rear of 
Arata’s saloon. The whereabouts of the re- 
mainder of the gang are known and several ar- 
rests will be made soon. This is the gang that 
flooded New York, St. Louis, and thet st- 
ern cities with counterfeit $5 bills a year ago.

The Wizard of Menlo Park Now Makes 
Rubies and Sapphires to Order. 

Tun Tripune makes its acknowledgments 
to its sprightly and esteemed contemporary, 
the Morning Record, for this very interesting 
interview with Thomas A. Edison:

TEST NEWLUNACY ACT 


JUDGE BROWN AND OLERKS FIND ITS 
PROVISIONS ODIOUS. 


Section Nine Is Freely Criticised for the 
Cumbersome List of Questions Regard- 
ing Patients’ Family History—Many of 
the Questions Are Said to Be Useless= 
Two Hours Required for Disposing of 
a Single Case Under the New System 
Revert to Old Methods. 

The County Court gave Sec. 9 of the 
lunacy act passed by the last Illinois Legis- 
lature a trial yesterday. Could the framers 
of the act have listened to the opinions passed 
by the Judge and his assistants the Capitol at 
Springfield might have been converted into a 
retreat for demented legislators. The act re- 
quires the jury sitting in an insane case to 
conduct a personal examination into the his- 
tory of the case and make a complete record 
of the same. Sec. 9 provides a set of inter- 
rogutories, which are ona blank sheet five 
feet long. 

Judge Brown says if, in a county like Cook, 
the Insane Court is expected to make up the 
history of each case and answer in detail 
each interrogatory required by the law it 
will take the whole time the year round of 
one Judge for insane cases alone, and that the 
clerical force will have to be increased by 
four assistants. As matters are now Judge 
Brown thinks compliance with the act im- 
practicable, because too much valuable time is 
consumed in getting the patient’s history. 

Dr. McGrath, the county physician, called 
attention to the fact that the questions re- 
quired to be answered bore on every other 
subject than a question of mental aberration. 
The whole family history, covering a period 
of three generations, is gone into fully. A 
part of the list of questions which Dr. Me- 
Grath felt called upon to ask in complying 
with the letter of the law is:
